Now It is a different story 
j in France, because F rance under 
t h e Vet dailies treaty h as enjoy ed 
th e m illions 
of rep aratio ns 
from 
Germany r.nd th e scars of th e wax 
reparations are largely over, 
"W ith in a sh ort tim e th e world 
condition is going to reg ister itself 
also in France, and it will result ln 
unemploy m ent, and, m ost of all, th e 
general situation is resulting 
in 
France l.tsung one of th e g reatest 
causes of h er prosperity , th e num 
h er of A m ericans as tourists. 
"Im m ediately follow ing th e w ar, i 
wh en it would h ave appeared th a t 
Europe m igh t h ave learned som e­ 
th ing, instead of lowering h er ta r ­ 
iff w alls and try ing to get togeth er, 
sh e seem s to h ave gone into a p e­ 
riod w h en every nation began ra is­ 
ing th em . 
Tariff Situation 
“T h at w as going to bring p ros­ 
perity . 
Every one know s th a t th ere 
is no greater factor in th e progress 
of th e United States th an th e fact 
th at we h ave 4S states and betw een 
not one dare we erect & ta riff b a r­ 
rier. 
1 am a republican, but 1 am 
j decidedly a low -turlff republican. 
And 1 th ink we are going to face 
j th is tariff q uestion in a m ost re ­ 
m arkable way in th e nex t 10 y ears. 
Internationally , 
th ere 
is 
noth ing: 
worse th an th ese barriers. 
In Eu 
i rope th ere w as a regular m ania of 
th e erection of tariff barriers. 
Fi 
nally th ere w as a recognition of th e 
fact th at som eth ing sh ould be done. 
Briand th en cam e forw ard w ith th e 
plan for th e United States of E u- 
| rope. 
It, from th e economic sta nd­ 
point, is sim ply a m ovem ent for th e 
low ering and finally th e elim ination 
of tariff b arriers until th ey go un 
tier new basis, a s free from one na 
lion to th e o th er as in th e U nited 
S tates. 
Of course, it Is alm ost an 
im possible ideal. It is a completely 
im possible ideal, until th ere sh all 
h ave been elim inated tw o factors 
“One ia th a t th e political arrang e 
m ent m ust in som e way be ch anged, 
and. In fact, until disarm am ent sh all 
h ave reach ed th e point w*h ere th ey 
do not th ink ln term s m erely of th e 
preparation fo r w ar betw een coun 
tries. 
“Th e day m ay com e wh en th ey 
will w ant th eir independence and 
th eir political freedom . 
One of th e 
best illustratio ns of th l* point wa* 
th e custom s union th at w as contem ­ 
plated a few m o nth s ago betw een 
G erm any and A ustria. 
Now th a t is 
a very im p o rtant ph ase. P ersonally 
I am decidedly in favor of it. 
I 
think, as a m atter g i co ld fact, that 


Facto rs in Stability 
"T h ere a re tw o o th er factor* as 
Im portant as any in th e stab ility of 
Europe. T h ere is not only th is gen­ 
eral situatio n w ith in 
the 
nations 
th em selves, but aleo th e ralatloneh ip 
th at th e E uropean natio ns h ear to 
th e Urtlted S tates econom ically w ith 
special reference to th e w ar debts. 
"T h e U nited S tates loaned » 11.- 
400,000 to th e different natio ns of 
Europe Im m ediately a t th e end and 
following th e war. Th ose w ere gov­ 
ernm ental debts. 
And th e U nited 
S tates h as alw ay s said th a t th is 
debt problem was sim ply a q uestion 
betw een th e U nited S tate# govern­ 
m ent and each one of th e Individual 
s ta te a 
B ut ln Europe, w ith th e 
com plication of th eir relationsh ip 
econom ically , th ey h ave never been 
willing to see th e debts ex cept as a 
p art of th e wh ole situation. 
‘3 ut Europe, I th ink, is going to 
finally h ave h er way , and th e fact 
th a t finally th e situatio n grew so 
h ad, due to th e reflex of th is on th e 


economic situation in G erm any , a 
m onth or *lx week# ago, w h en Mr. 
H oover declared for th e m o rato r­ 
ium, If we h ad not done som eth ing, 
a nd’ done it as q uickly a* w e did, 
th ere is no q uestion h ut th a t th e 
H itlerites would h ave aureeeded in 
Germ any , and. if th e H itlerites h ad 
succeeded In Germany , it would h ave 
m eant th e repudiation of all th e 
debts, and, from H itlerism , w h ich is 
fascism , of course, th ey would prob­ 
ably h ave passed into com m unism . 
W h en y ou 
contem plate 
w h at it 
would mean if soviet R ussia, with 
h er trem endous resources of men 
and money , h ad been united w ith 
th e trained ability of th e G erm an 
nation, under th e influence of com ­ 
m unist and 
fascist ideals, all of 
central 
E u ro p e would 
h ave 
been 
brough t into a situation th a t would 
h ave demanded th e reopening 
of 
w h at would practically be anoth er 
war. 
No one dares 
contem plate 
w h at th ey m igh t h ave done. 
Mr. 
Hoover, w ith out any q uestion, waa I 
a m aster. 
May I Just sum up two 
or th ree of th ese facts. 
Debt Realignment 
"Th e first 1* th is fact, th a t th e 
United States will h ave to recog-# 
nize a realignm ent on th e old m at­ 
ter of th e debt» . 
Th e m oratorium 
Is th e beginning of th at. It m ay be 
a repudiation of th e debt*—I am not 
sure. 
But It m ay m ean th a t. 
It 
will h ave to be gone Into ln a world 
conference of som e kind before th ey 
can be finally settled. 
Second, w# sh all h ave to recog­ 
nize th at 
political 
considerations 
h ave been m ore forceful th an fun­ 
dam entally sound economic consid­ 
erations in practically all of th e 
countries of th # world, especially in 
Europe. 
If we could do th e th ing 
as a business m an would do it. well 
and good—It would h ave been closed 
up righ t after th e war. 
“Th ird, we will h ave to recognize 
th at tariff revision will h ave 
to 
come. Th e U nited S tates h as raised 
its tariff, a t least, not low ered it 
any .”

"In the present day the church 
has a real problem to face.

We have work to do, es­ 
pecially now must the church ron- 
secrate Itself for the sake of all the 
poor and needy. 
It Is useless to tell 
a hungry man to pray, if we 
r e fu s e 
him food. 
W e m u s give to those 
In need, even if It means some pain 
and suffering 
for 
ourselves. 
If 
Christ could hear the cross, it will 
he no harder for us to consecrate 
ourselves and give to the needy. 
Christ has told us that whatever 
we do for others is done for him 
and will not lose it» reward. 
“Our consecration should he four­ 
fold: Consecration of money, tlnu» , 
tale nt and 
ex ample. 
How many 
people consecrate the ir money? Very 
few; they seem to forget that alt 
we have belongs to God, to whom 
we must someday give account, and 
that the least we shbuld do Is to 
use it for his service. 
All of us 
should pay our tithe and sll who 
do *o. as God wills, will never come 
to want. 
We should also consecrate our 
tim e and talents to him. 
We all 
find time to do the things we really 
wish to do and we could find time 
to serve him and help others if we 
were truly consecrated. 
Our tal­ 
ents are his also and should he used 
for his work. 
"Perhaps the most Important thing 
Is our ex ample, the Influence of 
w’hlch may reach beyond anything 
we can Imagine. 
Therefore, if our 
ex ample Is not consecrated and Is 
not good, we can do Incalculable 
harm. 
In the same way, the power 
for good of a good ex ample Is Im ­ 
measurable.

Economists are agreed that neither short term 
or long term credits can help England s situa­ 
tion. 
The $650,000.000 loaned 
recently 
by 
American and French bankers have practically 
disappeared already. Only the purchase by oth­ 
er nationals of the stocks and bonds of British 
enterprises can help matters. But who is going 
to undertake that? With stocks and 
bonds 
bumping around the bottom on our own boards, 
who will take the risk of British securities? 
Surely, these are critical days for the proud 
Briton, whose pound sterling has been the fin­ 
ancial standard of the whole world. It would 
be northing short of an international calamity 
if the power of Britain were to decline. She 
has not been free from exploiting other peoples, 
and her record has not always been above crit­ 
icism. But there has been a conscience among 
the British people which could always be ap­ 
pealed to when justice and morals were im­ 
paired. That conscience has been the hope of 
the world, and its stability when the foundations 
were shaky. We still believe that the nation 
which has weathered so many storms will pass 
through this trying experience when the clouds 
which now cover the sky the world over begin 
to clear.
